TH E ORIGINAL PACKAG E CASB.' 


The senate has passed the Wilton bul 
which seeks to remedy the difficulty into 
which Iowa and Kansas have 
bseo 
placed by the recent decision of the su­ 
preme oourt, which held that original 
packages of liquor could be shipped ioto 
either state under the inter-stite oom 
meroe law, and held by private purchas­ 
ers. The effect of this ruling, contrary 
co the provisions of the prohibit :n law of 
either state, has already been explained 
ny the Gazette. The Wilson law is sim­ 
ply tim: 


That all fermented, distilled, or ether 
intoxicating liquors or liquors transpos­ 
ed into any state or territory for use, 
consumption, atle, or storage shall, on 
at rive I in such state or territory (or re­ 
maining there iu), be subject to the oper­ 
ation aud effeot of the laws of such stile 
or territory enacted in the exercise of the 
police powers, to t .e same extent and in 
the same manner ss though such liquor 
or liquids had been produced in such 
state or territory; and shall net be ex­ 
empt therefore by reason of being in­ 
troduced there iu o n /m al packages or 
otherwise. 
This clears away the mist whish sur­ 
rounds the temperance question 
ia 
Iowa and Kansas. 
It gives the states 
• he power to adopt and enforce such po­ 
lice regulations as they may think beat, 
and is a wise and timely*bill.

S a n F r a n c is c o, Cal., Mav 31.—In a 
frightful rail road accident twenty-nine 
people have lost their lives. 
The local 
train connecting at Oakland with the 
ferryboats from 
San Francisco 
ran 
through an open drawbridge over San 
Antonio Creek at Webster street, Oak­ 
land. 
Tho yacht Juanita 
had just 
passed through the draw when tin* 
train appeared, going in the direction 
of Alameda. 
The drawbridge keeper 
endeavored at once to close the bridge, 
but It was too late, and the engine with 
the tender and the first car. which 
was 
filled with passengers, plunged into tin* 
creek, which was here quite deep. 
Engineer Sam Dunn, when he saw 
that the bridge did not close, reversed 
the lever, but tile momentum of the en 
gine was too great to allow him to stop 
the train in time. 
The weight of the 
engine and the lirst ear broke tho coup­ 
lings abd left the other two cars of the 
train standing on the track. 
Tile sec­ 
ond car ran about a third of tile way 
across the bridge and stopped, but the 
jar was sufficient to break open the 
front of tho car, and many of tile pas­ 
sengers were thrown into the water. 
The first car, which had followed tile 
engine to the bottom of the muddy es­ 
tuary, soon rose, and such of tho passen­ 
gers as had escaped were picked up by 
the yachts and small boats which gath­ 
ered at the scene. 
The trainmen and 
the rest of tho passengers set to work to 
help the rescuers, and when the wreck­ 
ing train arrived from Oakland tho car 
was drawn into shallow water and small 
boats began dragging the creek for the 
bodies of the victims. 
The top of the passenger coach was 
cut open as soon as it was raised above 
the wator and tile work of removing the 
bodies commenced, ten being taken out 
in quick succession. 
Three women and 
three girls were taken from the water 
alive and removed to the receiving hos­ 
pital. 
Another young lady died soon 
after being taken from the water. 
The news of the accident created in­ 
tense excitement in Oakland and thous­ 
ands of people flocked to the morgue and 
to the scene of the wreck. 
At the 
morgue bodies were laid out as soon as 
received to await identification. 
Tho body of E. I*. Robinson, which 
was among those taken from the hole 
cut in the roof of tho car, was among 
he first removed, and was taken charge 
of by Coroner Evers. 
The bodies of six 
men and two women were brought in 
soon after, some of the bodies being at 
first left at the 
receiving 
hospital, 
where the injured were also taken. 
In 
short time thirteen bodies lay on the 
floor and on the marble slabs of the 
morgue awaiting 
identification, 
and 
heartrending scenes were witnessed as 
friends came forward to claim their 
dead.

F. F. Finley, of San Fran­

“on 
the 
1:25 train for Alameda on tho narrow 
guage. 
I was seated on the front seat 
of tile first car, facing the engine. 
All 
went well until just as we approached 
the drawbridge crossing San Antonio 
creek. 
As 
we 
drew* 
near to the 
bridgu It seemed to me the draw was 
open and that a fearful accident was 
inevitable, 
.lust then a man jumped 
from the engine Into tho water, and 
then came a crash. 
A horrible crush­ 
ing of timber and snapping of heavy 
iron-work followed, and at once con­ 
sternation prevailed in tho car. 
The 
next thing I knew I found myself blin lly 
groping for tho door, which I fortu­ 
nately found and opened. 
When I 
found myself on the platform I gradually 
worked my way by climbing and hold­ 
ing on to tho front of the car to the 
roof, which I had just reached when 
that 
end 
of 
the 
car rose out of 
the water, and quito a number of people 
escaped in this manner, 
principally 
women and children. The ear was about 
two-thirds full when we left the wharf. 
and I should judge there wero at least 
fifty people in it. 
There was a fearful 
outcry when tip} car began to fill, but 
this was almost immediately hushed in 
one long final y/ail «f ap p a ir.” 
J amus Dunlap, who was tending the 
bridge at tho time of the accident,said: 
“ I 
w*as 
in 
charge at the 
time 
and had just opened 
the draw to 
to allow the yacht Juanita to pass 
through. 
I y,*as in ihe act of moving 
the draw back into place when the up- 
train from San Francisco came along. 
That is all I know about it.” 
Ile de­ 
clined to answer the question if it was 
not rather unusual to open the draw- 
just at the hour When the train was due. 
Tho water over which the bridge is 
built is an estuary of San Francisco bay. 
A strong current runs lr* the stream. 
which at the point or tho accident is 
about 3<)0 feet wide and twenty feet deep. 
A passenger train crosses tho bridge 
every half hopr during the day and 
when tho bridge is open tho keeper is 
supposed to signal by hoisting a red 
flag. 
Tho 
brldgetendcr 
says the 
danger Aaa 
properly set in the cen­ 
ter of tho track when the bridge was 
opened for the yacht J nullity Jo pass. 
It is known that tho engineer and 
fireman both escaped. ‘It acorns proba­ 
ble that the terrible accident was due to

It is now know that there were forty- 
eight people in tho car that wont down.

N O T E S A B O U T ELECTRICITY . 


It is expected that twent-four launches 
propelled by electricity will be used on 
the Thames this season. 
Portable electric lamps with battery 
are now made in l ases measuring 5j... x 
4 /ix 3 L indies. They weigh live pounds 
and are expected to run ten hours at a 
cost of a few cents. 
T he assertion is made that careful 
analyses of 
the working of electric 
roads goes to prove that when operated 
with skill and discretion they are fifty 
per cent, less expensive than horse rail­ 
roads.

ten per cent, the other ninety per cent 
being wasted in tho process, w hi Id as 
much as ninety, or even one hundred 
per cent electrical calorics can be ob­ 
tained under favorable conditions in 
electro-chemical 
combinations.

made about the same, and thoro would 
be a large saving in tho expenditure for 
engines, dynamos, shafting and belting.

H orses Set to D ancing In th e S treets oi 
New Y ork by a L eak in a C onduit. 
T here w as a series of performances 
in W illiam street, New York, recently 
th at partook of the nature of a circus. 
A t the curb in front of No. 164 a truck 
had been backed tip to unload. 
This 
made it necessary that horses carrying 
on street traffic should pass around die 
truck and approach the curb on the 
opposite side of the street. 
The pave­ 
m ent is uneven and the hollows were 
puddles of w ater. 
The moment 
horse put a hoof into one of these pud­ 
dles he sprang into the air with 
snort. 
W hen he alighted, if he was a 
particularly well-fed horse, he tried to 
run away. 
After a few exhibitions of 
this kind the word was passed along 
W illiam street that an electric wire 
had broken 
under 
ground. 
Hut 
drcds of employes in the stores poured 
out on the sidewalks and watched the 
passing conveyances. 
T he vehicles 
were mostly trucks, 
and tho crowd 
took especial delight when any old 
cart horse came poking along. 
When 
it reached the danger spot the crowd 
held their breath, and at sight of the 
nag opening its sleepy eyes in surprise 
and clim bing into the air the crowd 
roared. 
One old cart horse by a curi 
ous m ishap executed a tremendous 
doubleact. He got his hind hoofs in one 
puddle of w ater and fore hoofs in an 
other, and did the customary act of] 
going into the air Ii ce a cat, while his ' 
legs dangled down, 
and when 
he 
alighted he struck in a n ith e r puddle 
with tho same results. 
The plug got 
so much electricity in him that he ran 
half a block 
before 
he could be 
stopped. 
'The news passed from one 
truckm an to another as they met in 
the lower part of the city, and after­ 
ward every truckm an gave the electric 
puddles a wide berth. 
Superintendent II. J. Smith, of the 
Edison Electric Light company station 
on Pearl street, from which the under­ 
ground wires th at run through W illiam 
street proceed, said th at the electric 
current was low tension, and even if 
there was an escape of fluid in the [ 
street the effect would be very slight. 1 
It would only tickle the horses’ nerves j 
a little. 
T he gathering of w ater in 
puddles in the pavem ent would serve ! 
undoubtedly, he added, to distribute ; 
the electricity. 
Laborers were set to 
work on the conduit, 
and a break 
about two inches long w as found on 
tho west side of the street. 
W hether 
th ere is a corresponding break in tho 
conduit on the east side rem ains to bo 
determ ined. 
The current was shut off, 
and the dancing of the horses ceased. 
Superintendent Smith i-aid th at the 
force of the current was 
about one 
hundred volts.

D isease L u rk s in D ark n ess—P eo p le M uch 
L ike P lan ts. 
Sunlight being indispensable to the 
preservation of the health, it is none 
the less indispensable to the sick in 
order to regain th eir health. 
Exclu­ 
sion of sunlight from tho sick room, 
unless it is im peratively necessary, is 
very unwise. 
T he sick-room should 
always be so located th at the sun will 
shine into it as many hours daily as 
possible. 
A good illustration of the injurious 
effects on the sick of deprivation of 
sunlight is given by Dr. Hammond in 
his treatise on hygiene. 
He says: 
4 T shall never forget tho appear­ 
ance presented by the sick of a regi­ 
m ent I inspected in W estern V irginia. 
They were crowded into a sm all room 
from which the light was shut out by 
blinds of India-rubber-cloth. 
Pale 
and 
exsanguined, 
ghostlike-looking 
forms, they scarcely seemed m ortal. 
Convalescence was alm ost impossible, 
and doubtless many of them died who, 
had they been subject to tho sim plest 
laws of nature, would have recovered.” 
In convalescence from alm ost all 
diseases sunlight acts, unless too in­ 
tense or too long continued, as a most 
healthful stim ulus both to the nervous 
and physical systems. 
The evil effects 
of keeping such invalids iii obscurity 
aro frequently very decidedly shown, 
and cannot be too carefully guarded 
against by the physician. 
The delerium and weakness which 
are by no means seldom m et with in 
convalescents kept in darkness, disap­ 
pear like magic when the rays of the 
sun are allowed to enter the cham ber. 
W ounds heal w ith greater rapidity 
when light i9 allowed to reach them 
than when they aro kept continually 
covered. 
Enough instances of the beneficial 
effects of sunlight have been given, it 
is hoped, to induce people to open 
their blinds and let the ljght into their

captive dies.

One Is 
Interested to observe in the botanical 
green houses three kind of plants th at 
have real consumption of tho lungs— 
the leaves, of course, being the lungs 
of tho plant. 
T he disease is m ani­ 
fested by tho turning of the leaves 
from green to white, 
the affection 
gradually spreading from one spot 
until, when a leaf is all white, it is 
ju st about to die. 
Cruelly enough, as 
it would seem, the gardeners only try 
to perpetuate the disease for th e sake 
of beauty and curiosity, all plants of 
those varieties th at are too healthy 
being throw n away.
